WASHJNG THE 8HIP« DECKS. ^ 


Barefooted Mariner» with Their Brooms. 


How the Holy Stones are Used. 


The day's work may be said to be^n at 
6:80 In the morning with the operation of 
wa thing the de^ck«. When the clock 
underneath the break of ^he poop indicates 
that time the ship's bell is struck thrice; 
it is "three bells." As the sound dies 
away the boatswain utters a stentorian 
"Tarn to," and the hardy sailors prepare 
for toil. They first put down their pipes; 
for they have been enjoying a delightful 
smoke after the early cup of dubious 
coffee served out to them in their pani- 
kins at 5 o'clock. Then, if they are in 
warm latitudes, they divest themslves of 
their 4hoes and stockings, turn up their 
nether garments and display to the eye 
of the observer a ludicrous variety of 
manly calves and bare feet. 


Two men, perhaps, proceed to the pump 
and begin to fill the wash deck tub; three 
or four others arm themselves with 
brooms, and there remain one or two sail- 
ors to pass along buckets of water for the 
boatswain to dash about. 
There is a 
peculiar art, only to be acquired by con- 
siderable practice, in throwing a bucket- 
ful of water on to the deck so that it may 
spread about properly. Cast from the 
professional arms of the boatswain the 
water falls with a familiar "smack" just 
behind the barefooted mariners with their 
brooms. It sweeps playfully over their 
feet, and immediately they begin to scrub 
away as if they were determined to de- 
stroy the deck. So bucket after bucket is 
dipped into the wash deck tub and passed 
on to the boatswain. In some ships he 
uses a hose, and then more men are able 
to apply themslves to the brooms and 
scfnbbers. 


If a ship is nearing port and the captain 
wishes the decks to appear particularly 
white, certain articles very familiar to 
seafarers are employed in the operation 
of cleansing. 
These are denominated by 
some nautical freak of diction "holy 
stones." From the mere name we might 
imagine them to be the treasured frag- 
ments of some classical shrine, b ^ in 
reality they are most humble pieces of 
sandstone about the size of half a brick. 
Poetry abandons the nautical mind when 
the seaman uses the holy stone. 
Picture 
to yourself half a dozen bronzed and bare- 
footed mariners on their hands and knees 
lugubriously scrubbing the decks with 
these stones so that people ashore may ex- 
claim: "How beautiful a ship looks."— 
Brooklyn Eagle.

"The celebrated Bobby Swim at Mobile 
once on a time was offered $500 to ride a 
horse the next day; he weighed and found 
that he was ten pounds too heavy. 
Noth- 
ing daunted, he accepted the offer and 
then went to work to reduce himself to 
proper weight. He drenched himself 
freely with epsom salts, and, enveloped in 
a blanket, lay all night on the hearth of 
an old fashioned fire place in which a 
rousing tire had been built. 
All night 
long he sweat and almost roasted.

lifted into the saddle. Nevertheless he 
won the race. No man can take liberties 
like this with his system and not suffer in 
consequence. Bobby drank freely and he 
now sleeps in a premature grave."—New 
York Cor.

Eatables in England. 


One would be surprised to see how 
largely the English are dependent upon 
the French for eggs, for fruits of every 
kind and for a wide range of vegetables. 
Figs, plums, tomatoes, pears and early 
apples were largely supplied during my 
stay in England from across the channel. 
But the finest strawberries that I ever ate 
were raised in England. 
In size, flavor 
and quality they could scarcely be sur- 
passed. It was a surprise to me that the 
British climate is better than the hot 
American climate for strawberry cultiure. 
The sweet potato seems to be almost un- 
used among the ordinary English fami- 
lies. The tomato, which is almost entire- 
ly brought over from France, is not com- 
parable in quality and flavor with those 
grown in America. American fall and 
winter apples are very largely in favor in 
Great Britain.—Henry Ward Beecher in 
Brooklyn Eagle.' 


Formic Acid in Honey. 


At a recent meeting of the Physiological 
society of Berlin it was stated that when 
the bee has filled the cell either with pure 
honey or a mixture of pollen dough and 
honey, and has completed the lid, a drop 
of formic acid obtained from the poison 
bag connected with the sting is added to 
the honey by perforating the lid with the 
sting. Numerous experiments show that 
this formic acid preserves the honey and 
every other solution ^rom fermentation, 
n this be well estabbshed it will show 
wat the sting and the poison apparatus 
of the bee has a fuither purpose than that 
of a defensive or offensive weapon. An- 
other interesting fact suggests itself in 
connection with this. So far as is known 
most of the insects that have the stinging 
apparatus similar to that of the bee are 
collectors and storers of honey.—Boston 
Budget. 


Jack Rabbit Hunting. 


Jack rabbit hunting is a favorite pastime 
in Idaho. By a territorial law the county 
treasurer of each county pays a bounty 
of 5 cents for the ears of each rabbit. 
The cost of killing a rabbit is about IK 
cents, leaving a clear profit of 3}^ cents. 
In some parts of the territory there are 
people engaged in the exclusive occupa- 
toin of killing these pests.—Chicago 
Times.

would depart if he allowed any one else 
to cut his hair.—Exchange. 


A "Wishing WeU" of Shropshire. 
The waters of "Oswald's WeU" still 
flow freely at the foot of a woody bank in 
a field on the outskirts of Owestry, next 
to that now used in the grammar school 
playground. In the year 1842 a local an- 
tiquary, the late Mr. F. M. Doyaston, 
wrote that "the feeble and infirm still be- 
lieve and bathe in the well, and did more 
so until it was inclosed in the noisy school 
playground. Bottles of water are carried 
to wash the eyes of those who are dim or 
short sighted or the tardy or erring legs 
of such as are of weak "understandings." 
Nowadays it seems chiefly to be used as a 
wishing well and many ar? the cere- 
monies prescribed for attaining the heart's 
desire thereby. One rite is to go to the 
well at midnight to take some of the 
water up in the hand and drink part of it, 
at the same time forming the wish in the 
mind. The rest of the water in the hand 
must then be thrown upon a particular 
stone at the back of the well, where the 
schoolboys think that King Oswald's head 
was buried and where formerly a carved 
head wearing a crown projected from the 
wall. If the votary can succeed in throw- 
ing all the water left in his hand upon this 
stone without touching any other spot his 
wish wiU be fulfilled. 


Whatever ceremony be practiced the 
wish of course must be divulged to no one. 
A young girl at Owestry about three years 
ago obtained the wish which she had 
breathed into a small hole in the keystone 
of the archover the well. Another approved 
plan is to bathe the face in the water and 
wish while doing so; or, more elaborately, 
to throw a stone upon a certain green spot 
at the bottom of the well, which will 
cause a jet of water to spout up in the air. 
Under this the votary must put his head 
and wish, and the wish will be fulfilled 
in the course of one or two days. An- 
other plan savors of divination; it is to 
search among the beech trees near the 
well for an empty beechnut husk which 
can be imagined to bear some sort of like- 
ness to a human face, and to throw this 
into the water with face uppermost. If it 
swims while the diviner counts twenty 
the wish will be fulfilled but not other- 
wise.—Shropshire Folk Lore. 


Archer in the Saddle. 


"The most peculiar thing I ever noticed 
about Jockey Fred Archer," said an old 
English sport the other day, "was the de- 
liberation with which he settled himself 
in his saddle. It rarely took him less 
than five minutes to get his position, but 
when he did get settled there wasn't a 
horse on the continent that could shift 
him. Archer had peculiar legs. They 
were abnormally long from the knee to 
the ankle, and wonderfully elastic. These 
legs stood Archer in good stead in a hard 
race. With his knees pressed dead against 
the paniers of his saddle he could remove 
his feet from the stirrups, and curling 
that portion of his legs below the knee 
high upon the flanks of his nag, rake the 
flesh with his steels. Archer was the 
oily jockejLin the world who could per- 
form this feat. It was seldom that he 
chose to do it, but when ha did you could 
rest assured that the race was for blood. 
The dead jockey won many a hard fought 
battle in this manner. I have seen his 
feet suddenly leave the stirrups when he 
was being hard pressed near the judge's 
stand, and then watched his horse spring 
to the front as the glittering steel on the 
wiry legs of his rider sank deep into the 
flesh. 
No, sir; Archer didn't seem to 
have a bow in his legs from the knee 
down. They were as supple as willow 
twigs. "—Chicago Herald. 


Cold and Tobacco Smoking. 


Dr. Chudnovski publishes in The Bus- 
skaya Meditsina an account of a series of 
observations made on twelve soldiers in 
a military hospital, who were perfectly 
healthy with the exception of slight in- 
juries, with the object of determining the 
effect of cold applications to the epigas- 
trium upon the rapidity of digestion. 
The stomach tube was of course freely 
used, and the completion of digestion was 
taken to be marked by the disappearance 
of solid particles in the gastric contents 
as revealed by drawing them up through 
the tube. The author found that when 
ice bladders were applied next the skin 
over the region of the stomach, digestion 
was retarded in nine out of the twelve 
cases. Six of the men were smokers and 
six non-smokers. 
In the former the time 
required for digestion averaged seven 
hours, while in the case of the non-smok- 
ers the mean period of digestion was only 
six hours.—Scientific American.

Since then he has discovered ttiat the 
pericemental membrane will retain its 
vitality for 13 months, and how much 
longer has not been determined, without 
any care, being carried in the pocket, left 
on the dressing case, etc.

THE DOCTOE'S PRACTICE. 


The doctor's practice is to lay the ex- 
tracted teeth aside in a clean, cool, dry 
place, for future use. He forms the socket 
with graded trephines, finishing the walls 
with burs of various shapes. 


Previous to inserting the tooth in the 
socket he soaks it for half an hour In 
water containing bi-chloride of mercury 
one in a thousand, temperature 110* to 
120* F. ; during the operation of forming 
the socket he washes it out veith cold 
water, containing the same percentage of 
bi-cloiide 
mercury , trying the tooth 
from time to 
time, 
always 
return- 
ing the tooth to its bath. 
He forces 
the 
tooth 
finally 
to place 
with 
an 
instrument 
such as is used to force 
a pivot tooth into position, using no 
ligatures to retain the tooth unless abso- 
lutely necessary. 
In answering the ob- 
jections to this operation by those who 
have met with failures in replantation 
and transplantation,.he says: 


"Now if they would but consider the 
conditions and circumstances under which 
these different operations are undertaken, 
they would readily see that the premises 
upon which they ground their assumption 
are unsound and deceitful. 
For instance, 
in replantation,as this operation is usually 
perfomed, the parts, that is, the perice- 
mental membrane, the apex of the root 
and the alveoler process immediately sur- 
rounding these, are highly infiamed, in a 
state of disease, with pus either already 
formed or forming at the end of the root, 
and the operation is undertaken with the 
view of relieving or aborting an alveolar 
abscess. 
A portion of the diseased apex 
is then cut off, and the tooth is forced 
back into the cavity. 
Here we have a 
diseased root thrust back into a diseased 
socket. The disease not removed, its con- 
ditions are simply modified; and while 
the congestion may subside, and the tooth 
becomes comparatively comfortable, the 
disentegratiou of the root substance—al- 
ready begun—is likely to continue, and 
in the cour«e of time the entire root be- 
comes destroyed, or what is called ab- 
sorbed; and tlie crown drops off. 
So 
much for x-ep]autation.

Again, in transplantation there is a 
healthy tootli, but it is usually made to 
take the place of a miserable, old, dis- 
eased root that has been growing and fes- 
tering iu a diseased socket for years, 
to the 
discomfort 
of 
its 
unfortu- 
nate 
possessor. 
The 
diseased 
root 
is pulled out, but is the disease in the sur- 
rounding alveolus extracted \\'ith it? On 
the contrary, enough is usually left in the 
tissue to make war upon the new occu- 
pant, and either cause its expulsion or eat 
away its substance. 
You must remember 
that while the old root remained there 
was aufticient vent through its decayed 
or broken structure to permit the gases 
of decomposition and the pus to escape, 
and thus prevent active trouble. 
But 
when the new tooth is put in the vent is 
entirely occluded, and if there be sufiB- 
cient disease in the alveolus, the retained 
gases and pus effect the exclusion or the 
painful elongation of the intruder. 
If 
not enough disease is left to do this, then 
the slow process of erosion is apt to ensue, 
and the root becomes in time absorbed. 


"Now, 
in implantation 
we have a 
healthy root iu a healthy socket, and, 
therefore, the 
factors that tend to the 
destruction of 
the root iu replantation 
and transplantation are not present, and, 
therefore, not operative in implantation. 


"As to the seeming violence to the bony 
structure of the jaw, I will state that there 
is no substance in the human body that 
seems .so tolerant of abuse as this same 
alveolar process. 
And my experience is 
that union takes place more readily and 
kindly, 
and the teeth become 
much 
sooner firm and serviceable in implanta- 
tion than in either of the other opera- 
tions."—Archives of Dentistry. ,

A few moulds ago we gave a report of 


what Dr. William J. Younger, San Fran- 
cisco, CM., had been doing in the way of 
implanting teetii into artilieml sockets. 
At that time lie considered it essential to 
preserve I!IP vitality of the perlcenii'iital 
membrane by keeping the tooth In water 
of a temperature of about 120' F., or to 
implant the tooth, just after extraction, in 
the comb of a cock. 


Since then he has discovered chat tha 


periccmentitl membrane will retain its 
vitality for1 13 months, and how much 
•longer Jms not boon determined1, without 
any cure, being carried in the pocket, left 
on the dressing case, etc. 


The report of. this case, one of neveral, 


Is given In a pamphlet of!4 pages, entitled 
"Implantation of Teeth and Pericemeiital 
Life," being a report made to the Califor- 
nia State Denial association, July 21, 
1SSO. The doctor Las great faith in the 
operation, lias sueceded beyond his "most 
sanguine expectations,1.' anil believes 
"that iu a short while it will, become as 
firmly established in professional practice 
as any other operation requiring skill and 
Judgment." 


THE DOCTOR'S J-HACTJCK. 


The doctor's practice i3 to lay the ex- 


traded teetii aside in a clean, cool, dry 
place, for future use. Ho forms the BOcket 
with graded trephines, finishing the walls 
with burs of various abapcs. 


Previous to inserting the tooth in the 


socket lie soaks it for half an hour In 
water containing bi-chloride of. mercury 
one" in n thousand, temperature 110' to 
120' F-: during the operation of forming 
the socket he washes It out with cold 
water, containing the eanio percentage ot 
ai-cloride mercury', trying the tooth 
from time to time, always return- 
ing the tooth to its bath. 
He forces 


the 
tooth finally to place with an 


instrument such as is used to force. 
a pivot tooth into position, using no 
Ligatures to retain tho tooth unless abso- 
lutely necessary. In answering the ob- 
jections to this operation by'tlioso who 
bavo met with failures in replantation 
and transplantation,.he says:

formed or forming at tho end ot the root, • 
and tli6 operation ia undertaken, with the 
view of relieving or aborting tin alveolar 
abaceM. A portion of the diseased apoi 
in then cut off, and the- tooth IH forced 
back into the cavity. Here ,we have « 
diseased root thrubtback inio a diseased 
socket. The dfawise not removed, its con- 
ditions are simply modified; and while 
tho congestion may subside, and tho tooth 
becomes v.oni]>arat!vely cumfuitable, tho 
disentcgration of the root substance—al- 
ready begun—Iti likely to continue, and 
In the course of time thu entire root, be- 
come? destroyed, nr what is called ab- 
sorbed; and the crown drops off.
